The driver was wounded 
slightly In the first ambush fire 
but was able io navigate on 
foot. 
Trung Lap Is in the middle of 
the sector where U.S. forces 
conducted their biggest search 
and destroy operation of the 
Vietnamese war -- Operation 
Crimp - - which has just been 
terminated.

The five believe that France, 
which blackballed Britain three 
years ago, will press hard to 
keep its veto before turning the 
vague promise into a concrete 
Invitation for Britain to join.

Rome Treaty, the unanimity 
rule was to give way to a quali­ 
fied majority vote starting last 
Jan. 1. France wa« expected to 
ask for at least a postponement 
of the shift until tlfe veto ques­ 
tion is decided.

Maj. Gen. Aguiyi Ironsi de­ 
clared himself temporary head 
of the federal government and 
chief of all armed forces Sunday 
night and suspended key provi­ 
sions of the Nigerian constitu­ 
tion. 
He also suspended the na­ 
tion's top civilian officials, in­ 
cluding Prime Minister Sir Abu- 
baker Tafawa Balewa, Presi­ 
dent Azikwe Nnamdi, the heads 
of Nigeria's four regions and the 
federal 
and regional parlia­ 
ments. 
Balewa was kidnaped during 
the coup attempt with his fi­ 
nance minister, Chief Festus 
Okotie Ebon. The rebels are 
believed holding them hostage. 
Ironsi's troops were reported 
searching for them. 
Troops loyal to Ironsi guarded 
government buildings and other 
key points in Lagos and manned 
five roadblocks between the air­ 
port and the capital. 
Remnants of the rebel force 
appeared to be on the run.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) —- 
Gen. Courtney H .Hodges under­ 
stood GI problems because he 
had been a GI himself. 
"I love the American soldier 
— I really feel a very strong 
sentiment about him,” Hodges 
once said. "He is my work. And 
I don't think he has any equal." 
Hodges rose from the ranks to 
command the UJS. 1st Army 
which liberated Paris in a victo­ 
rious drive through France and 
Germany in World War II. 
The four-star general died 
Sunday at Brooke Army Medi­ 
cal Center of a heart attack. He 
was 79. He had lived here since 
his retirement in 1949. 
Hodges dropped out of West 
Point after one year because of 
trouble with geometry. He got a 
job in a Georgia grocery store 
but quit in 1906 and enlisted in 
the regular army at Ft. Mc­ 
Pherson, Ga. He was commis­ 
sioned in 1909. 
As an officer, he enjoyed 
democratic relations with his 
troops. 
"We are a democracy and we 
have a democratic Army. That 
is one of our great strong 
points,” he said. 
His 
Army career spanned 
more than 43 years, including 
action during the Mexican ex­ 
pedition of Gen. John J. Persh­ 


ing, World War I, World War II, 
and postwar service as com­ 
manding 
general of the 1st 
Army area at Governor's Is­ 
land, N.Y. 
Hodges took command of the 
1st Army Aug. 1, 1944, from 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley. The 1st 
Army was the first to reach 
Paris, and the first to enter 
Germany in World War II,Sept. 
11, 1944, after liberatingLlege, 
' Belgium, Sept. 2. It was the first 
to cross the Rhine and the first 
to make contact with elements 
of the Soviet army in Germany. 
The 1st Army also captured 
Aachen, Germany, took part in 
the bloody battle of Huertgen 
Forest in November 1944, and 
after 
two 
weeks of furious 
fighting, broke through in the 
Battle of the Bulge. The 1st 
Army crossed the Rhine at Co­ 
logne March 7, 1945. 
After the break-through at the 
Remagen Bridge, the 1st Army 
under Hodges captured 300,000 
Germans in the Ruhr pocket. He 
was promoted to four-star gen­ 
eral April 15, 1945. 
Hodges and his staff went to 
the Pacific theater and wit­ 
nessed the surrender of Japan 
aboard the battleship Missouri. 
He was bom Jan. 5, 1887, at 
Perry, Ga., the son of a news­ 
paper publisher.

The commission report said 
there has been an Increase in 
censorship or criticism 
of 
books used in the schools since 
its last survey in 1962. 
The report was prepared for 
the 18th annual conference on 
"C ritic s and the Schools." It 
sum m arized the response to a 
questionnaire of nearly 15,000 
teachers and other educators. 
The survey showed 56 per 
cent of the local reporting noted 
a damaging effect from destruc­ 
tive criticism , com pared with 
49 per cent in 1962. The per­ 
centage 
of 
schools reporting 
"m uch dam age" rose from l l 
to 16 per cent in the same 
period. 
Ninety per cent of criticism in 


the form of charges of commu­ 
nism 
or 
subversion in the 
schools, the report said, came 
from three sta te s— California, 
Michigan and Ohio. 
These three states also report­ 
ed the greatest activity by right- 
wing groups in connection with 
book criticism and censorship, 
the report said. 
Without 
distinguishing

tween the types of p ressu re and 
harassm ent, the report listed 
the chief trouble-m akers in this 
o rder: Tile John Birch Society, 
teachers unions (which compete

Com m erce, Am erican Legion, 
Dan Smoot Reports, and Parent-

"I love the A m erican soldier

sentiment about h im ," Hodges 
once said. "H e is my w ork. And 
I don't think he has any equal.** 
Hodges rose from the ranks to 
command the U £ . 1st Army 
which liberated P aris in a victo­ 
rious drive through France and 
Germany in World War ll. 
The four-star general died 
Sunday at Brooke Army Medi­ 
cal Center of a heart attack. He 
was 79. He had lived here since 
his retirem ent In 1949. 
Hodges dropped out of West 
Point after one year because of 
trouble with geom etry. He got a 
job in a Georgia grocery store 
but quit in 1906 and enlisted In 
the regular arm y at F t. Mc­ 
Pherson, Ga. He was com m is­ 
sioned in 1909. 
As an officer, he enjoyed 
dem ocratic relations with his 
troops. 
"W e a re a dem ocracy and we 
have a dem ocratic A rm y. That 
is one of our great strong 
points,** ho said. 
His 
Army c a reer spanned 
m ore than 43 years, including 
action during the Mexican ex­ 
pedition of 
John J. B i m sh- 


ing, World War I, World War II, 
and postwar service a s com­ 
manding 
general of the 1st 
Army area at G overnor's Is­ 
land, N.Y. 
Hodges took command of Hie 
1st Army Aug. I, 1944, from 
Gen. Omar N. B radley. The 1st 
Army was the first to reach 
P aris, and the first to enter 
Germany In World War II,Sept. 
l l , 1944, after liberating Liege, 
• Belgium, Sept. 2. It was the first 
to cross the Rhine and the first 
to make contact with elem ents 
of tho Soviet arm y In Germ any. 
The 1st Army also captured 
Aachen, Germany, took part in 
the bloody battle of Huertgen 
Forest in November 1944, and 
after 
two 
weeks of furious 
fighting, broke through in the 
Battle of the Bulge. The 1st 
Army crossed the Rhine at Co­ 
logne March 7, 1945. 
After the break-through at the 
Remagen Bridge, tho lo t Army 
under Hodges captured 300,000 
Germans in the Buhr pocket. He 
was promoted to four-star gen­ 
eral April 15, 1945. 
Hodges and his staff went to 
the Pacific theater and wit­ 
nessed the surren d er of Japan 
aboard the battleship M issouri. 
He was born Jan. 5, 1887, at 
P erry , Ga., the son of a news­ 
paper publisher.

Sexand 
revolution has been a favorite 
formula of the older Party or­ 
ganizers through the years. 
In itself the secret training 
school would make a stirring 
story. So would the method of 
recruitm ent, selection and dis­ 
patch 
along 
"underground" 
routes. So would the obtaining 
of the farm , one of many sites 
the Soviet • oriented party has 
developed in the most unlikely 
and least proletarian sectors 
of the land. 
But more vital here 
is the 
fact that for the first time the 
Orthodox Communist Party is

Hall never deviates. He is a

memory box into which Suslov*s 
em issaries have programmed 
the line for the Am erican Com­ 
munist movement. Therefore, 
what 
Hall 
says is the basic 
Soviet catechism . 
And the line, as he imparted 
it to the bucolic young com­ 
rades was: Neither the National 
Liberation Front nor the U .S . 
can win a m ilitary victory in 
Viet Nam. There is no question 
but that the U. S ., however, 
w ill suffer a political defeat so 
catastrophic that it will equate 
a m ilitary setback. 
Therefore,

Slogans will 
be given the young people, as 
they disperse after the

A report from the National 
Federation of Business indicates that automation 
is actually creating jobs. At the same time, 
automation seems to be reactivating smaller 
cities which were once bled by metropolitan 
centers. 
As giant industries increasingly replace men 
with machines, they give new’ life to small related 
business in service and retail industries. 
This year, in the United States, 5,500,000 new 
jobs are expected to be made available by small 
business in work which cannot be feasibly auto­ 
mated. 
Fortunately, 
for many small cities which 
seemed to be on the decline, a great portion 
of the non-automated work will be done outside 
of metropolitan centers. 
Like the ancient wheel, the thinking machines 
of today are creating wealth. New jobs will 
inevitably follow--better jobs with higher pay, 
anc!1 a‘ better market for the small city retailer.

The merciless light thrown on Michael J. Quill, 
president of the Transport Workers Union in 
New York City, has disclosed a selfish, brash, 
arrogant, snearing and ignorant labor leader. 
No amount of newspaper publicity ever could 
have presented the same image. An attempt 
to picture this little man in an important posi­ 
tion would have been denounced as biased, in­ 
accurate reporting. 
Yet Quill cavorting and enjoying the spotlight 
in front of the television cameras has willingly 
disclosed himself as the most unpleasant person 
who has been in the public spotlight in many 
years. 
Quill has made fun of our laws and system 
of justice, held peace officers up to ridicule, 
rn adc contemptuous remarks about our courts 
and refused to obey a court order so that his 
own will could prevail. 
There has never been a strike in the nation’s 
history given less of an atmosphere for public 
support than the tieup of transportation in New 
York City.

Quill appears to have been motivated by a 
desire to repay the New York City Democratic 
organization for past favors by trying to make 
John V. Lindsay, the new Republican mayor 
elected on a coalition ticket, look like a ninny. 

Lindsay isn’t getting 
much help from either the Republicans or the 
Democrats. 
But what a terrible thing it is that New York 
City commuters, who rely on public transporta­ 
tion for their livelihood, should be made the 
pawns of selfish political goals. 
New York newspapers have been the victims 
of a union power struggle in which Bertram 
Powers of the International Typographical Union 
sought more to outstrip the powers of other 
unions dealing with the newspapers than to 
obtain benefits for the printers.

This story has been told over and over by 
other unions in other industries. 
IV no longer is merely a matter of obtaining 
higher wages for workers. This motive has 
been submerged by many other considerations 
far less worthy and which often are offensive 
to consumers, who bear the brunt of the punish­ 
ment from the union leaders’ capers. 
Should there be a congressional investigation? 
Don’t kid yourself. Congress would not touch it 
with a 10-foot pole. 
Should the President have intervened? lf he 
had it would have been to rescue the union 
leaders from their plight, not as an act in behalf 
of the unorganized consumers. 
Should there be new laws to more nearly 
restore the balance of power between unions 
and management? Yes there should be but con­ 
gress is cowed by the responsibility. 
Frankly the prospect is that other union czars 
with the callous disregard for the public welfare 
of Mike Quill will continue to thumb their 
nose at the public welfare and grind the Ameri­ 
can consumers under their heels. 
Quill himself may not be around much longer 
as a leader. 
He reads his lines poorly and he has revealed 
much too much of himself even for the long 
suffering stomachs of the American people.

California's 
Representative 
Craig Hosmer makes the timely 
observation that the Civil Rights 
law "Is only one of thousands 
of the laws of our land," and 
calls for vigorous enforcement 
of all laws, the protect ton of 
the rights of the majority as 
well as those of the minority, 
including protection against the 
acts of criminals. 
“ I therefore call upon 
the 
President, the Attorney General 
and all the state and local law 
enforcement officers for the 
equal enforcement of the law," 
declared 
Mr. Hosmer in ex­ 
tended remarks in the Congres­ 
sional Record, “ for the relent­ 
less pursuit of all 
criminal 
offenders, irrespective of race, 
color, creed or other irrelevant 
considerations. . . .I demand 
that 
the American citizen's 
right to protection 
against 
criminal acts be held in great­ 
er dignity than the criminal's 
opportunities to avoid punish­ 
ment for his crimes." 
The Congressman 
noted a 
steady decline in effective law 
enforcement, and a sharp rise 
in serious crimes. He charged 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
with 
hampering law enforcement and 
"a philosophy 
holding 
the 
criminal’s 
so-called right to 
“ a 
philosophy 
holding the 
criminal's so-called right to a 


fair trial more dear than the 
honest citizen's right not to be 
the criminal's victim." He also 
charged the President and the 
Attorney General with a part of 
the responsibility. 
“ Although it has not been their 
intention to do so," said 
the 
California Congressman, “ the 
constantly 
publicized zeal 
of these highest officials in our 
land in the matter of 
Civil 
Rights laws unfortunately has 
given 
the 
impression that 
obedience to other laws 
is, 
somehow, less necessary and 
important . . . that use of law 
enforcement resources in in­ 
stances when a ’cause' is in­ 
volved has priority over their 
use when only ordinary law­ 
abiding 
citizens 
are 
con­ 
cerned." 
Mr. Hosmer called attention 
to recent events “ in the forests 
of Mississippi and the jungles . 
of New York City,” 
the dis­ 
appearance of the three Civil 
Rights workers in Mississippi; 
the maiming and terrorizing of 
New 
York subway riders by 
lawless gangs and the murder 
of New Yorkers In the streets 
and in apartment house ele­ 
vators. 
He noted the mobili­ 
zation of Federal 
agents 
in 
Mississippi, the lack of “ simi­ 
lar action" in New York City. 
“ Is an American's life," he 
asks, “ less precious, less to 
be protected, in New York than 
in Mississippi? Is an Ameri­ 
can's right not to be the victim. 
of a criminal act greater 
in 
Mississippi 
than in another 
state? 
Are some individuals 
in some locations on some pur­ 
suits more entitled to the full 
protection of the law than other 
individuals in other locations?

American Communist Party- 
Training New Youth Cadres On 
Isolated Farms For Anti-Gov- 
ernment Action. 
Washington, D. Cu •• When 
revolutionist Gus Hall, 
toe 
Brezhnev of toe American Com­ 
munist Party, leaves the com­ 
forts of big city suburbia for 
the crudities of a tiny midwest 
farm, the odds are he's neither 
vacationing nor bird watching. 
So, it intrigued authorities to 
learn that some four months ago 
Hall went Hoosier. Secretly he 
made his way to a small farm 
outside of Monterey, indiana, 
about 
125 
miles 
north of 
Indianapolis. 
There under what the Commu­ 
nist Party believed to be the 
strictest security. Hall 
and 
several others of toe Commu­ 
nist high command found 
60 
young men and women eagerly 
awaiting to be briefed on their 
future in the Communist appara­ 
tus across toe U. S. 
This was but one of a series 
of secret training and indoc­ 
trination schools run by the 
Party since the Supreme Court 
ruled that its members need not 
register with the Attorney Gen­ 
eral. 
The assembled youth were 
dedicated young people. Sex and 
revolution has been a favorite 
formula of the older Party or­ 
ganizers through the years. 
In itself toe secret training 
school would make a stirring 
story. So would toe method of 
recruitment, selection and dis­ 
patch along 
"underground" 
routes. So would the obtaining 
of toe farm, one of many sites 
the Soviet • oriented party has 
developed in toe most unlikely 
and least proletarian sectors 
of toe land. 
But more vital here is toe 
fact that for the first time toe 
Orthodox Communist Party is 
not 
having difficulty finding 
young people. Its membership 
roster has gone up some 2,000 
over toe static 10,000 of the pa st 
decade. And toe cynics should 
know that FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover has other use for his 
agents and informers than to 
pour them into the “C. P." in 
such numbers. 
What is important is the dis­ 
closure of a new directive to 
all Party organizers, whose 
chief was with Gus Hall on his 
Hoosier hegira, to build 
toe 
Party to 50,000 now that it is 
generally believed the Soviets 
will ally themselves with toe 
U. S. against the Maoists during 
the final conflict. 
However, an analysis of Hall's 
"secret" indoctrination 
and 
briefing talk to the new cadre 
actlvisits on toe Monterey farm, 
proves toe U, S, S. R, is not 
quite an ally of this nation.

slogans call for destroying toe 
image of the U. S.; discrediting 
toe leaders who insist on fight­ 
ing the Viet Cong; demanding 
the withdrawal of troops from 
South Viet Nam and as an ulti­ 
mate goal, the Party must call 
for a Communist • controlled, 
unified North and South Viet 
Nam. 
Gus Hall, flanked by the Com­ 
munists* national organizer and 
national youth director as well 
as leading functionaries from

Bid 
For 1972 Olympics 
CHICAGO AP — It took three 
ballots before Detroit gained a 
simple m ajority edge over Los 
Angeles to win the honor of 
being the U. S. city to bid at 
the international level for the 
1972 Summer Olympic Games.

A total of 90 cases have been 
removed from public aid rolls 
as a result 
of the recipients 
securing jobs because of train­ 
ing acquired at the school. 
These figures were revealed 
by Thomas R. Smith, superin­ 
tendent of the Alexander Coun­ 
ty public aid department. 
He said that 49 of those cases 
removed from relief rolls were 
on county public aid rolls; 36 
cases were on the county gen­ 
eral assistance rolls and five 
cases were 
taken off relief 
rolls in other counties. 
“ For Alexander county alone, 
the removal of 49 public aid 
and 36 general assistance cases 
means we have saved$105,768- 
during the past year,” 
Smith 
declared. 
In addition to those persons 


leaving the relief rolls to take 
employment, eight cases in the 
county have ceased to be totally 
dependent on public aid and are 
now receiving only supplemen­ 
tal .tid, Smith explained. Anoth­ 
er seven cases are still receiv­

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson has renewedacall 
for political fund-raising re­ 
forms urged upon Congress four 
years ago by President John F. 
Kennedy. 
The subject is one Johnson 
had not pressed since moving to 
the White House. After two 
years of silence on the matter, 
he welded the reform proposals 
into his State of the Union mes­ 
sage. 
“ As the process of election 
becomes 
more complex and 
costly,” he said, “ we must 
make it possible for those with­ 
out personal wealth to enter 
public life without being obligat­ 
ed to a few large contributors.” 
To do that, Johnson proposed 
a tax break for people who 
make political contributions. 
Given today's fund - raising 
pattern, a tax break for the 
small donor could be a l>oon to 
Republicans. The GOP reports 
increasing success with small 
givers. 
Democrats, on the other hand, 
have become more dependent 
on big contributions. 
In the last presidential elec­ 
tion, the Democrats raised $1 
million more from $l,000-and- 
up contributors than did 
the 
Republicans. 
Johnson 
said he wants to 
broaden the participation of the 
people, and stimulate small con­ 
tributions. 
He coupled that proposal with 
a call for stern new laws to 
guarantee full disclosure of po­ 
litical money and its sources. 
Past Congresses have shown 
little zest for this undertaking, 
even though present federal law 
requires reports on only a slen­ 
der fraction of the contributions 
and costs involved in television- 
age elections. 
Candidates 
for 
House and 
Senate are required to report 
their campaign spending — but 
some 
successful 
contenders 
have filed accountings which 
show no outlays at all. 
Current law has been inter­ 
preted as requiring an account­ 
ing only of contributions and 
spending by the candidate him­ 
self. In fact, most campaign 
spending is handled by state or 
congressional district commit­ 
tees in behalf of the candidate. 
That means campaign spend­ 
ing filed in Washington may 
show only a tiny slice of the ac­ 
tual expenses involved in a 
House or Senate race. 
Johnson said he wants local 
and state campaign committees 
brought under the federal dis­ 
closure law. 
At the same time, he prom­ 
ised legislation to change what 
he called unrealistic lim its on 
contributions. There is a $3- 
million ceiling on fund raising 
and expenditures by a single, 
national 
political committee, 
and a $5,000 limit on 
the 
amount anyone can donate to 
a single candidate or political 
committee. 
In practice, this has led to 
multiple committees and to con­ 
tributions 
channeled through 
state and local organizations. 
In the last presidential race, 
the 
Republicans 
raised and 
spent their money through nine 
separate campaign committees, 
the Democrats through 16. 
Each was entitled to raise as 
much as $3 million.

Fund

Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has renewedacall 
for political fund-raising re­ 
forms urged upon Congress four 
years ago by President John F. 
Kennedy. 
The subject is one Johnson 
had not pressed since moving to 
the White House. After two 
years of silence on the matter, 
he welded the reform proposals 
into his State of the Union mes­ 
sage. 
“As the process of election 
becomes 
more complex and 
costly," he said, “ we must 
make it possible for those with­ 
out personal wealth to enter 
public life without being obligat­ 
ed to a few large contributors." 
To do that, Johnson proposed 
a tax break for people who 
make political contributions. 
Given today's fund • raising 
pattern, a tax break for the 
small donor could be a loon to 
Republicans. The GOP reports 
increasing success with small 
givers. 
Democrats, on the other hand, 
have become more dependent 
on big contributions. 
In the last presidential elec­ 
tion, the Democrats raised $1 
million more from $l,00(tend- 
up contributors than did 
the 
Republicans. 
Johnson 
said he wants to 
broaden the participation of the 
people, and stimulate small con­ 
tributions. 
He coupled that proposal with 
a call for stern new laws to 
guarantee full disclosure of po­ 
litical money and its sources. 
Past Congresses have shown 
little zest for this undertaking, 
even though present federal law 
requires reports on onlya slen­ 
der fraction of the contributions 
and costs involved in television- 
age elections. 
Candidates 
tor 
House and 
Senate are required to report 
their campaign spending — but 
some 
successful 
contenders 
have filed accountings which 
show no outlays at all. 
Current law te s been inter­ 
preted as requiring an account­ 
ing only of contributions and 
spending by the candidate him­ 
self. In foot, most campaign 
spending is handled by state or 
congressional district commit­ 
tees in behalf of the candidate. 
That means campaign spend­ 
ing filed In Washington may 
show only a tiny slice of the ac­ 
tual 
expenses involved in a 
House or Senate race. 
Johnson said he wants local 
and state campaign committees 
brought under the federal dis­ 
closure law. 
At the same time, he prom­ 
ised legislation to changs what 
he called unrealistic lim its on 
contributions. There is a $3- 
million celling on fund raying 
and expenditures by a single, 
national 
political committee, 
and a $5,000 limit on 
the 
amount anyone can donate to 
a single candidate or political 
committee.

War, Peace 
And Politics 
In Spotlight

War, peace, politics and civil 
rights, often entwined, dominat­ 
ed the news of the world over 
the weekend. 
A relative lull developed in 
the fighting in Viet Nam but 
there was no slowdown in the 
UJJ. peace offensive. Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk and Ambas­ 
sador 
W. Averell Harriman 
talked with South Vietnamese 
Prem ier Nguyen Cao Ky in Sai­ 
gon. Rusk then flew to Manila 
for talks with Philippine leaders 
before his return to the United 
States. Rusk and Ky said in a 
communique they saw no indi­ 
cations that North Viet Nam 
was ready to take concrete 
steps toward peace. Meanwhile, 
rumors 
of a possible coup 
against Ky heightened tension 
in Saigon. 
Elsewhere, Japan and Italy 
pushed forward the peace drive, 
and Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey disclosed that he and 
Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosy­ 
gin talked in New Delhi of "the 
whole scope of affairs in this 


troubled world." 
Pope Paul VI also appealed 
anew for peace, praying for ne­ 
gotiations to end the war as he 
addressed a crowd in St. Peter's 
Square, Vatican City. But Com­ 
munist party leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev in a speech pledged 
"ever-growing assistance" to 
North Viet Nain. And North Viet 
Nam again claimed the UJS. 
quest for peace was a smoke 
screen for enlarging the war. 
In Nigeria, mutinous elements 
of the army staged a coup and a 
military officer emerged as the 
temporary strongman. He is 
Maj. Gen. Aguiyi Ironsi. Ironsi 
announced the suspension of 
major provisions of the Nige­ 
rian constitution and called for 
the formation of an Interim mil­ 
itary government in the British 
Commonwealth country. 
Previous reports said that the 
civilian 
government had re­ 
gained control within 24 hours. 
The Nigerian prime minister, 
Sir Abubaker Tafawa Balewa, 
and his finance minister, Chief 
Festus Okotie Eboh, were still 
missing amid reports that they 
had been kidnaped by the mili­ 
tary rebels. 
Labor and politics got mixed 
in a war of words over the price 
of subway peace. While New 
Yorkers rode happily again aft­ 
er 
a 
12-day transit strike, 
President Johnson said he felt 
the strike settlement price was 
too high. Republican 
Mayor 
John V. Lindsay defended the 
settlement and suggested that 
Secretary of Labor W. Willard 
Wirtz knew the facts better 
than 
Johnson. 
Then 
Wirtz 
agreed with Johnson. 
Civil rights and politics were 
another mixture, with a battle 
boiling over into the streets of 
Atlanta., Ga. Supporters of Juli­ 
us Bond, a Negro denied his 
seat in the Georgia Legislature 
because of his anti-Viet Nam 
war stand, rallied at the state 
Capitol, led by Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. About 50 demon­ 
strators stormed state i>olice. 
Eight Republican 
Congress 
members also spoke out for 


seating Bond. 
Vice 
President 
Humphrey 
said "the right to dissent is sa­ 
cred" and no man should be 
denied a seat in a legislative 
body simply because he disa­ 
grees with the government's 
policies. 
A memorial service in Hat* 
tiesburg, 
Miss., for a civil 
rights leader slain by a fire 
bomb swirled into an uproar 
that finally was eased by the 
pleas of another civil rights 
leader to the crowd of 500. In 
Tuskegee, Ala., state troopers 
were summoned on a standby 
basis Saturday after a group 
of young Negroes were accused 
of throwing rocks and bottles. 
On Sunday, some 200 Tuskegee 
Institute students staged a silent 
march to the town’s square. 
In India, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, 
daughter of the late Jawaharlal 
Nehru appeared a strong favor­ 
ite to win the post of pri me min­ 
ister. 
In other developments, some 
400 persons died in floods and 
landslides in Rio de Janeiro, a 
UJ>. Air Force plane crashed 
into a mountain in Greece, kill­ 
ing six of the 10 aboard, and a 
Colombian airliner crash took 
51 lives while 10 persons sur­ 
vived.
